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FARMING 

Is Agawam ready for backyard chickens?

Even after decades of subur¬ 
ban development in Agawam and 
Feeding Hills, many residents still 
have farms in their backyard. 

Some would like to see one 
form of farming allowed in the 
back yard — literally. Agawam 
residents on Facebook.com have 
discussed a proposal that’s passed 
in other Massachusetts towns, al¬ 


lowing families to raise a limited 
number of chickens on residential 
properties. An initial post about 
the proposal in May generated 
several positive replies. 

That practice would be against 
current zoning bylaws in Aga¬ 
wam, which limits livestock to 
property in agricultural zones. 
The Town Code of Agawam, 
which designates Chapter 180 for 
zoning, is vague when it comes 
to parcel size requirements, but 


does provide for a “setback” that 
limits how close the animals — 
including chickens — can be to 
the property line. Some residents 
who have split-zoned properties, 
and would otherwise be able to 
place their chickens on the agri¬ 
cultural zone portion, do not have 
enough land zoned agricultural to 
meet the setback requirement. 

Planning and Community De¬ 
velopment Director Marc Strange 
said there are currently no active 


proposals to change the regula¬ 
tions. 

As Planning Director, Strange 
said he is not opposed to a change 
in zoning where chickens could 
be allowed on residential proper¬ 
ties, but said he believed it would 
need to have certain restrictions. 

“Obviously, a person who has 5 
acres and puts the chickens in the 
back will not have an issue with 
neighbors being upset by them 
or the smell,” said Strange. “But it 


can cause an issue with residents 
who want chickens and have 
much smaller lots.” 

Strange said the split-zoning 
on residential properties with 
agricultural also presents a lot of 
confusion, and he would like to 
see ordinances passed by the City 
Council that would fix the split 
zoning.

Sapelli recieves 
super job ratings

It’s unusual for Massachusetts 
educators or administrators to re¬ 
ceive an exemplary rating in their 
annual evaluations — most are 
expected to be rated proficient 
— but this is the second straight 
year that Agawam School Super¬ 
intendent Wil¬ 
liam Sapelli re¬ 
ceived an overall 
exemplary rat¬ 
ing. 

The overall 
rating is a compi¬ 
lation of individ¬ 
ual performance 
ratings from the 
seven committee 
members, five of 
whom also indi¬ 
vidually ranked 
the superinten¬ 
dent’s overall 

performance as 
exemplary. 

Committee 
members — who 
voted unani¬ 

mously to approve the rating at 
the June 28 meeting — used a 
comprehensive evaluation pro¬ 
cess to assess Sapelli’s perfor¬ 
mance and mark the appropriate 
boxes on the evaluation form. 
Their assessments were based 
on “evidence-based” documents, 
such as student progress reports 
and detailed explanations from 
each school, that Sapelli com¬ 
piled. 

For the first part, committee 
members rated Sapelli’s progress 
in three goal areas — professional 
practice, student learning and 
district improvement — to deter¬ 
mine whether he had made some 
progress, made significant prog¬ 
ress, met the goal, or exceeded 
the goal. 

In the second part, they evalu¬ 
ated Sapelli’s performance on 
meeting four standards: instruc¬ 
tional leadership, management 


and operations, family and com¬ 
munity engagement, and profes¬ 
sional culture. His performance 
is rated as either unsatisfactory, 
needs improvement, proficient, 
or exemplary for each standard. 

Goals and standards 

Anthony Bonavita, Shelley 
Borgatti-Reed and Diane Juzba 
each rated Sapel¬ 
li as exceeding all 
goal areas. They 
rated his perfor¬ 
mance on all four 
standards as ex¬ 
emplary. 

C a r m i n o 
Mineo rated the 
superintendent’s 
performance as 
exemplary in all 
standards except 
management 
and operations. 
In that standard 
he rated Sapelli 
as proficient. 

Wendy Rua 
rated Sapelli as 
exceeding all 
of his goals, except for student 
learning, for which she rated him 
as having met his goals. 

As for his performance stan¬ 
dards, Rua indicated that Sapelli 
had exceeded the instructional 
leadership and the family and 
community engagement stan¬ 
dards, but ranked him as profi¬ 
cient for the management and 
operations and the professional 
culture standards. 

Brian Burbank, who joined 
the committee in March follow¬ 
ing the unexpected death of long¬ 
time member Roberta Doering, 
indicated Sapelli had met his 
progress goals and was proficient 
in all four standards. 

Mayor Richard Cohen, who 
serves as School Committee 
chairman, rated Sapelli as having 
met all of his goals. He also rated 
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For the second straight year, 
School Superintendent William 
Sapelli received an overall exem¬ 
plary rating from the School Com¬ 
mittee.

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Red Cross, in town July 14,

The American Red Cross has issued an 
emergency call for blood and platelets, urg¬ 
ing all eligible donors to give now to replen¬ 
ish an extremely low summer blood sup¬ 
ply. The Red Cross will host a blood drive 
Thursday, July 14, from 1 to 6 p.m. at OMG 
Inc., 153 Bowles Road in Agawam. 

Blood donations have fallen short of 
hospital needs for the past few months, 
resulting in about 39,000 fewer donations 
than what’s needed, as well as a significant 
draw down of the overall Red Cross blood 
supply. In addition, the Independence Day 
holiday may have caused many regular do¬ 
nors to postpone donations due to vacation 
plans. A recent Red Cross poll revealed that 
more than 75 percent of donors surveyed 
indicated vacation plans this summer, 
many of them occurring the weeks before 
and after July 4. 

“Right now, blood products are being 
distributed to hospitals faster than dona¬ 
tions are coming in, which is why we are 
making this emergency request for dona¬ 
tions,” said Nick Gehrig, communications 


director. Red Cross Blood Services. “Dona¬ 
tions are urgently needed now to meet the 
needs of hospital patients in the coming 
days and weeks. If you’ve thought about 
giving blood and helping to save lives, now 
is the time to do it. It’s the blood donations 
on the shelves that help save lives when an 
emergency occurs.”

Budget cuts a close 
call for towns 

L ast week state legislators cut the state’s bud¬ 
get to $39,146 billion for the current fiscal year 
2017 — which began July 1 — to allow for cuts in 
revenue projections, apparently due mainly to stock 
market volatility and “global factors” over which the 
state has no control. 

The unexpected reduction in revenue projections, 
which didn’t come to notice until mid-June, sparked 
a fiurry of activity among legislators as they searched 
for ways to cut the budget while causing the least 
possible pain. The final total of cuts comes to $750 
million. 

Fortunately, they spared local aid — in fact, they 
increased local government aid by $42 million and 
local education aid by $116 million. That preserves a 
longstanding funding source for municipalities that 
accounts for 25 percent of the revenues in Agawam’s 
town budget, and an even higher percentage in 
smaller towns. Property taxes, auto excise and user 
fees alone can’t pay for public safety, education, roads 
and the wide range of other services Town Hall pro¬ 
vides. 

Local aid wasn’t cut this year, but there have been 
years in the past when state revenues failed to meet 
expectations midway through a fiscal year, and towns 
felt their share of the pinch. Each time this happens, 
it’s frustrating for local policymakers and disappoint¬ 
ing for voters. 

Towns are required to have a budget completed 
before the start of the fiscal year, July 1, and so, theo¬ 
retically, is the state. But when the final state budget 
number isn’t released until late June, how can the 
towns, which depend on local aid, plan their own 
budgets with any confidence? 

Local leaders get a ballpark idea of how much aid 
they can expect when the three players in the state 
budget — the governor. Senate and House — release 
their proposals throughout the spring. A decade ago, 
those three estimates would vary wildly, leading to 
confusion over whose numbers would make it to the 
final budget. In fact, the state used to regularly ignore 
its July 1 deadline, forcing towns to craft their bud¬ 
gets based entirely on estimates. Lately, they’ve been 
much more reliable, but there’s nothing to guarantee 
that we won’t see a rift in spending priorities in the 
future between a Democratic Legislature and a Re¬ 
publican governor — or between a Senate led by a 
Western Massachusetts legislator, and a House led by 
a metro Boston representative. 

And last-minute cuts are particularly difficult for 
town budgets. While both levels of government spend 
months crafting their budgets, in the state the work is 
largely borne by full-time politicians and multi-mil- 
lion-dollar executive departments with large staffs. 
Even in a relatively large town like Agawam, the bud¬ 
get vote is undertaken by part-time city councilors, 
and some of the department heads who must advo¬ 
cate for their projects are the only supervisor — in 
some cases, the only employee — in their office. 

To our legislators and governor: Kudos to you for 
finding the cuts elsewhere, this year, and sparing mu¬ 
nicipalities the chaos that a last-minute aid reduction 
would entail. But let’s also fix the underlying problem 
— the fact that local budgets depend on a revenue 
number that could change at any moment up to, and 
sometimes past, the local budget deadline.

updates to definitions within the zoning 
ordinances,” said Strange. “But we would 
also like to update our zoning maps in the 
near future.” 

In Southwick, poultry is allowed on resi¬ 
dential property. The lot must be at least 
40,000 square feet (less than one acre), and 
the enclosure for the chickens must be at 
least 100 feet from the street and from any 
dwelling on an adjacent property. Town 
Planner Alan Slessler also said up to 25 
poultry can be on the property. Poultry can 
also be on any land zoned agricultural in 
that town. 

Having livestock on residential prop¬ 
erty has been a source of controversy in 
the past. Deceased resident Alan Griffin at¬ 


tempted to keep goats, which are livestock 
like chickens, on the rear of his North Street 
property because it was zoned agricultural. 
But the smell disturbed neighbors and ulti¬ 
mately led to the town to force the goats to 
be moved away from the property. 

Residents in town who are registered 
voters have the right to make individual 
and group petitions to the Agawam City 
Council, which can change zoning ordi¬ 
nances by a two-thirds vote. According to 
Agawam’s Town Charter, Article 8, indi¬ 
vidual petitions can be considered by the 
council, but they are not required to take 
action. 

If a petition signed by at least 50 voters 
is submitted, a public hearing must be held 
by the council.

Sapelli as proficient in three of the four 
standards, rating him as exemplary in the 
family and community engagement stan¬ 
dard. 

The overall cumulative evaluation indi¬ 
cated Sapelli exceeded all of his goals for 
2015-16 and his performance in meeting 
the standards was exemplary on all but the 
management and operations standard. On 
that standard he was proficient. 

According to the Massachusetts Depart¬ 
ment of Elementary and Secondary Educa¬ 
tion, which developed the evaluation used 
by the committee, an exemplary rating is 
rare and indicates Sapelli “significantly ex¬ 
ceeds” the expected level of performance. 
Exemplary is reserved for educators “whose 
practice in a particular area is so strong 
that it can be a model for others.” 

The third part of the evaluation is an 
overall performance assessment of the su¬ 
perintendent based on the two previous 
ratings. Bonavita, Borgatti-Reed, Juzba, 
Mineo, and Rua all gave Sapelli an overall 
rating of exemplary. Burbank’s and Cohen’s 
overall rating of the superintendent’s per¬ 
formance was proficient. 

Comments, observations 

In her written comments, Rua praised 
Sapelli for excelling in meeting the health 
and welfare needs of students and urged 
him to continue working with the commit¬ 
tee to improve school safety. Specifically, 
she wants the committee kept informed of 
the district’s safety goals and accomplish¬ 
ments as well as have additional training 
for administrators and staff. 

Burbank wrote that Sapelli’s goals were 
“robust yet realistic.” He said the activities 


and reports provided by Sapelli showed 
the “week by week” progress of students 
in meeting English Language Arts goals in 
grades K-12. 

Bonavita pointed to Sapelli’s work in 
fighting unfunded mandates and pushing 
back against more standardized tests for 
students as his reasons for rating the su¬ 
perintendent as exemplary. He said Sapelli 
could be an example for other superinten¬ 
dents because of his willingness to discuss 
and resolve issues in the best interests of 
district when there are disagreements. 

“He listens, explains, and then leads 
with a humble but direct professional style 
that results in the betterment of our school 
district,” wrote Bonavita. 

Borgatti-Reed called Sapelli an “excel¬ 
lent leader” who continues to focus on 
ways to improve student achievement. 
“He is a very effective communicator with 
strong interpersonal skills as he commu¬ 
nicates the needs and accomplishments of 
the district,” she wrote in her comments. 

Juzba explained in her comments that 
she gave Sapelli an exemplary rating be¬ 
cause of his continued “outstanding leader¬ 
ship” and commitment to the district and 
its students. “I admire Bill’s ability to work 
under pressure and push for betterment of 
our schools.” 

Mineo called Sapelli a “great leader” in 
the community, who continues to “lead 
Agawam down an exceptional path by 
commitment to high standards in all areas 
of education.” 

Cohen wrote that Sapelli is always “very 
specific” in what the schools need to ac¬ 
complish. “He sets clear and specific goals 
and focuses on reaching them through co¬ 
operation of all involved.”

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Indian Motocycle Day 


SPRINGFIELD — On Sunday, July 24, 
from 9 a.m. to 3 p.m., the Springfield Mu¬ 
seums will present their seventh annual In¬ 
dian Motocycle Day, the continuation of a 
long-standing tradition honoring the clas¬ 
sic motorcycles that were manufactured in 
the city from 1901 to 1953. Last year, over 
1,000 people attended the event, which fea¬ 
tured over 60 classic Springfield-built Indi¬ 
ans owned by local collectors. 

The Museums re-established the In¬ 
dian Day tradition in 2010 after a five-year 
hiatus. From 1970 until 2005, the event was 
held at the now-closed Indian Motocycle 
Museum on Hendee Street in Springfield, 
which was owned by Esta Manthos and her 
late husband Charlie. In 2007, Mrs. Man¬ 
thos donated their extensive collection of 
Indian Motocycles, artifacts and memo¬ 
rabilia to the Springfield Museums, where 


it is now on view in the Lyman 8c Merrie 
Wood Museum of Springfield History. 

This year’s Indian Day will pay tribute to 
Augusta and Adeline Van Buren in honor 
of the 100th anniversary of their historic 
cross-country ride. In 1916, the sisters be¬ 
came the first women to cross the continen¬ 
tal United States, each on their own Indian 
Powerplus motorcycle built in Springfield. 
Along their eventful 60-day, 5,500 mile jour¬ 
ney from Brooklyn to San Francisco, they 
became the first women to reach the 14,115 
foot summit of Pike’s Peak. Springfield Mu¬ 
seums is also celebrating the centennial of 
this groundbreaking event in their exhibit 
“Crossing the Country to Cross Barriers: 
The Van Buren Sisters Ride into History.” 

In addition to the motorcycles on dis¬ 
play, there will be a variety of vendors, food 
and beverages, music and a local DJ, and

HOLYOKE - The Valley Blue 
Sox have worked for a few wins 
during the past week and have 
found themselves in first place 
in the North Division of the New 
England Collegiate Baseball 
League. 

One familiar local face that 
has been seeing regular time with 
the team is Tyler Lyne, a former 
pitcher, infielder, and outfielder 
for Agawam High School.

This summer, Lyne gets the 
opportunity to play just minutes 
from his Feeding Hills home. He 
has appeared in 10 of Valley’s 18 
games, splitting time in the out¬ 
field with other talented players 
from throughout the region. He 
has three hits in 18 at-bats, has 
scored twice, and driven in four 
runs. He also had three walks. 

He got the start on June 30 
against Vermont, driving in a 
run in the bottom of the second 
inning with a fielder’s choice 
grounder. He would also score a 
run and drive in a run later in the 
game in a 7-2 Valley win.

Pioneers rally to tie Seacoast

LUDLOW - With only three soccer 
matches remaining in the regular season, 
the Western Mass. Pioneers are one of the 
five Northeast Division teams who are try¬ 
ing to secure a spot in the USL Premier De¬ 
velopment League playoffs. 

The Pioneers moved a step closer to 
clinching a postseason berth following a 2- 
2 tie against the Seacoast United Phantoms 
on a rainy night at Lusitano Stadium, last 
Friday. 

“We would’ve loved to have won to¬ 
night’s game, but a tie is certainly better 
than a loss,” said Western Mass, midfielder 
Kyle Tomas, who graduated from Ludlow 
High School a couple of years ago. “We still 
have a four-point lead in the standings over 
Seacoast, which is huge for us.” 

The Pioneers, who also tied Seacoast, 
1-1, in the season opener, have gone 5-0-2 
in their last seven matches. They’ll enter 
Friday night’s home match against West¬ 
chester with a 6-1-4 overall record. West¬ 
ern Mass, is currently tied for first place 
in the league standings with the GPS Port¬ 
land Phoenix, who has a 7-2-1 record. Both 
teams have a total of 22 points, but the 
Phoenix has played one less game than the 
Pioneers. 

Seacoast United, who has a 5-3-3 record, 
is currently sitting in second place with a 
total of 18 points. The Phoenix, who has 
had three different head coaches so far this 
season, posted one goal victories in their 
previous two visits to Lusitano Stadium. 

At the moment, the Pioneers, who have 
never qualified for the playoffs since joining 
the PDL in 2009, only need six more points 
in order to clinch a postseason berth. A 
team earns three points for a victory and 
one point for a tie in the PDL. 


The Pioneers are scheduled to play their 
final home match of the regular season 
against FC Boston next Friday night before 
wrapping up the regular season at Portland 
on July 17. 

The top two teams in the Northeast Di¬ 
vision standings will automatically qualify 
for the playoffs. 

The first-place finisher will be hosting a 
playoff match, while the second-place fin¬ 
isher with be playing on the road. 

While the Pioneers faithful support¬ 
ers might be already thinking about the 
playoffs, the only thing that head coach 
Federico Molinari wants his players think¬ 
ing about is Friday’s home match against 
Westchester. 

“We played very well tonight, but now 
we have to prepare to play our next game 
against Westchester,” Molinari said. “We 
can’t start thinking about the playoffs yet. 
We just need to continue working hard as 
a team.” 

In last Friday’s match, the Pioneers had 
a couple of chances to take an early lead. A 
header by defender Alex Hastings on a free 
kick sailed wide and Tomas ripped a line 
drive shot off the crossbar. 

The home team fell behind 1-0 during 
the 15th minute of the opening half when 
midfielder Carter Terrence put a rebound 
shot into the left corner past Pioneers goal¬ 
keeper Nick Zucco (six saves). 

The Pioneers managed to tie the score 
for the first time 8:00 later following a free 
kick. The kick, which was taken by mid¬ 
fielder Maxi Viera, was headed into the 
right corner of the net by defender Ben 
Lamb. It was Lamb’s first goal of the season. 
He also played soccer at the University of 
New Haven last fall. 

The Phoenix retook lead when forward 
Willy Meizan headed a free kick into the 
right corner during the 32nd minute. It was
